TELEGRAPHIC. 

The Senate is having a lively time 
over the Cabinet nominations. Blaine 
has stepped into the position of a bold 
leader of the Republicans in the Sen- 
ate and objects even to Evarts for Sec- 
retary of State. Conkling objects to 
Schurz and a number of Senators 
objected to Key. Cameron objected 
to Sherman. The Democrats in cau- 
cus are willing to stand by the nom- 
inations if the Administration will 
stand firmly on the policy of non- 
intervention in the affairs of South 
Carolina and Louisiana. The subject 
is freely discussed, and while dissatis- 
faction is expressed by many there 
are not a few who rejoice that there is 
likely to be a President who will act 
in many respects independently of 
party, especially as regards the South 
and Civil Service. 

The President, in response to in- 
quiries to day, stated that according 
to his present intention, he will not 
convene an extra session of Congress 
for an earlier date than about the first 
of June. Thompson accepts the ap- 
pointment of Secretary of the Navy. 

Wells, Anderson and Marshal Fit- 
kin of Louisiana had an interview 
with the President, and weie informed 
that their business would receive as 
early consideration as the public in- 
terests would permit.
